Administrator Emphasizes

WASHINGTON, July 31.—Offi- 
cials of the Recovery Administra- 
tion today were working on a final 
draft of a code for the retail in- 
dustry, under which merchants 
would operate pending its formal 
consideration and approval, instead 
wf under President Roosevelt’s 
blanked wage and hour agreement. 

A premature announcement was 
given today that all retail stores 
would be permitted a 48-hour week 
instead of the 40-hour week speci- 
fied in the President’s agreement. 

Later. however, A. D. Whiteside, 
a Deputy Administrator, said it had 
not been determined whether this 
would affect all stores or only those 
in the smaller cities. 

These smaller stores have con- 
tended that since they are now 
working some 60 to 80 hours, cut- 
ing to 40 would be financially im- 
possible 

Meanwhile, Hugh 8S. Johnson, 
Chief Administrator, said the plan 
to permit the retailers to operate 
temporarily under their own code 
and use the official blue eagle in- 
signia was not an exemption from 
the President’s agreement but was 
fulfilling the intent of the agree- 
ment to speed up the submission of 
codes. 

Johnson emphasized there would 
be no big group exemption of any 
kind. 


There were numerous requests 
for details and texts of the retail- 
ers code as drafted, -ut no satis- 
faction on any such points could 
be obtained at the Industrial Ad- 
ministration or, indeed, from retail 
cxecutives themselves. 

The only information forthcoming 
was that work on the draft still 
was going on, and that even those 
participating ,were at a loss to 
know how the hours, wages and 
other questions would be settled. 
Johnson explained to newspaper 
men that he was' dissatisfied with 
the wage and hours provisions of 
the retail ecode as submitted last 
night, and thhad ordered it rewrit- 
ten. This was the process being 
undertaken today. °

PASSENGER SHOT 
DEAD BY ACCIDENT 
ON LINER AT SEA 


Karl Werner Heye III, 
Young Rochester Broker, 
Killed by Companion on 
the Bremen.

NEW YORK, July 31.—The death 
of Karl Werner Heye III, young 


broker of Rochester, N. Y., aboard 
the linér Bremen yesterday was 
caused by “negligence” while he 
and a fellow passenger were “play- 
ing with a revolver in a first-class 
cabin,” the master of the ship 
cabled the offices of the North Ger- 
man Lloyd Line today. 

Capt. Leopold Ziegenbien said an 
investigation had determined that 
Charles Manger, 21-year-old com- 
panion of Heye, was the passenger 
involved and that the “matter will 
be referred to the German court.” 

Heye and Manger were on the 
first leg of a trip around the world. 

Ziegenbien’s cable said: 

“Karl Werner Heye, first-class 
passenger bound for Bremen, has 
been shot by first-class passenger 
Manger July 30 through negligence 
as they were playing with a revol- 
ver in first-class cabin. Investiga- 
tion has been made and matter will 
be referred to German court. Police 
of Bremen harbor have been noti- 
fied.” 

Friends said Manger was a stu- 
dent at Stanford University in Cali- 
fornia and a nephew of Julius Man- 
ger, partner in the Manger Hotel 
chain. 

Heye was 26. He was the adopted 
son of the late Karl Werner Heye 
II, wealthy Rochester accountant. 
The elder Heye was killed in a mo- 
tor accident in June, 1932, and 
young Heye inherited the bulk of 
the Heye estate.

Widely Known Social Wel- 
fare Worker, Active in 
Politics, Succumbs at 
Barnes Hospital.

Emanuel M. Grossman, lawyer 
and social welfare worker, died at 
2 p. m. today in Barnes Hospital, 
following an intestinal operation 
last Wednesday. He was 59 years 
old and had practiced his profes» 
sion in St. Louis since his gradua- 
tion from Harvard Law School in 
1896. He was for several years at- 
torney for the Board of Education. 

Mr. Grossman is survived by his 
wife, formerly Miss Althea Somer- 
ville, widely known as a worker 
for woman suffrage and for social 
legislation; and their twin daugh- 
ters, Misses Althea and Mary 


Grossman, graduates of Radcliffe 
College, Cambridge, Mass., in this 


year’s class. 
Born in Vienna. 


Mr. Grossman was born in Vi- 
enna, Austria, but was brought to 
the United States as a child, and 
was educated in the public schools 
of Cleveland before entering Har- 
vard. 

He was interested in local poli- 
tics and was a supporter of Mayor 
Rolla Wells, who appointed him a 
member of the board in charge of 
the House ‘of Refuge, forerunner 
of the city industrial schools. He 
was elected in April, 1905, to the 
Board of Education. 

An effective public speaker, Mr. 
Grossman was chosen in 1917 as 
chairman of the Four-Minute Men, 
an organization of  voluriteer 
speakers in support of Liberty 
Bond selling campaigns and war 
charities, who were given time on 
theater and dinner programs. In 
a controversy which developed 
over his action in defending a man 
charged with disloyal utterances, 
Mr. Grossman resigned this posi- 
tion. 

With Board of Education. 

He served for eight years for 
the Board of Education. In the 
League of Nations and World 
Court discussion, he took the side 
of the League and the Court in 
public debates. 

About six years ago, Mr. Gross- 
man brought about the organiza- 
tion of a group of lawyers and 
other supporters of a plan for 
creating the office of public de- 
fender, to undertake the defense of 
persons unable to employ lawyers. 
Such an officer would perform the 
same function, in the criminal] 
courts, which the Legal Aid Bu- 
reau performs in the civil courts. 
Pending adoption of such a plan, 
the lawyers in the group pledged 
themselves to give free legal help 
in cases where it was needed. 

He was one of the organizers of 
the St. Louis branch of the Civil 
Liberties Union, which undertakes 
the defense of persons arrested in 
cases deemed to involve the free- 
dom of speech and other constitu- 
tional rights. 

His marriage to Miss Somerville 
took place in 1911. She was one of 
the leaders in the Missouri votes- 
for-women campaign, aiid worked 
for social legislation, including the 
present State law which limits em- 
ployment of women in industry to 
nine hours a day. ‘ 

Mr, and Mrs. Grossman and their 
daughters removed recently from 
the Park Plaza to apartments at 4 
North Kingshighway. His law office 
was in the Telephone building.

$1,318,000 SUIT AGAINST

Action Alleges W. F. Knebelkamp, 
Louisville, Failed to Report 
Income From Illegal 
Whiskey Sales.

Suit for $1,318,000 against Ogden 
L. Mills, former Secretary of the 
Treasury, and other high officials.

Filed by a former employe of the 
Internal Revenue Department, it 
was the first citizens’ suit for col- 
lection of alleged unpaid income 
taxes to be filed in Louisville.

ALBANY, N. Y., July 31—John 
J. O’Connell Jr., 24-year-old Nation- 
al Guard Lieutenant and member 
of a family prominent in New York 
State politics, who was in the hands 
of kidnapers 23 days, was released 


early yesterday after the payment 
of $40,000 ransom. The original 
ransom demand was $250,000. 

City, county, New York City and 
Federal detectives at work on the 
case said they expected a solution 
soon. 

Three men were held today for 
questioning in connection with the 
kidnaping. 

“We are questioning three men,” 
was the statement of District At- 
torney John T. Delaney. “I cannot 
give you further details.” One was 
said to be a waiter. 

Freed in Bronx Street. 

Young O’Cornell, the nephew of 
Edward J. and Daniel P. O’Connell, 
leaders in State Democratic circles, 
was let out of an automobile by 
his captors in East 220th _ street 
(the Bronx) about 1 a. m. yester- 
day. Blindfolded, he had been 
driven around several blocks before 
he was freed. A few minutes later 
O’Connell was picked up by Louis 
Snyder, an Albany attorney, who 
had been drawn into the negotia- 
tions by Manny Strewl, the inter- 
mediary. 

Snyder and O’Connell arrived at 
the Helderberg Mountain camp of 
Dan O’Connell, 30 miles from Al- 
bany, at 4 a.m. Exhausted and 
nervous, young O’Connell fell into 
the arms of his uncle and his fa- 
ther, John J. Sr. His mother did 
not reach the camp until daylight. 
The youth by that time had shaved 
off a week’s growth of beard and 
had slept for two hours. A physi- 
cian found him in good health but 
suffering from shock and nervous 
exhaustion. 

Young O’Connell’s Story. 

The story of his abduction was 
related by O’Connell in an inter- 
view copyrighted by the Albany 
Times-Union. 

“My feet were tied together and 
I was handcuffed,” O’Connell said. 
“This proved to be rather uncom- 
fortable, but the only mark I have 
from it is a small one on the wrist. 

“Because of my blindfold I had 
no opportunity to see any of the 
persons guarding me. My eyes 
were not taped, except to hold the 
edges of the bandage in place. 

“Several times I was required to 
sign messages sent to my family 
by the kidnapers. The latter were 
very careful that I should not see 
them on such occasions. The ban- 
dage was lifted slightly, just 
enough for me to see the edge of 
the paper where I placed my 
name. The bandage was not tight 
enough to hurt my eyes and they 
suffered no serious effects from 
looking for three weeks at cloth.” 
O’Connell said that from time to 
time his captors gave him white 
pills and that the pills made him 
perspire and feel drowsy. The phy- 
sician who examined him said there 
was no indication he had been 
“doped” and that the pills might 
have been sedatives. .

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 31.— 
In an atmosphere of growing con- 
troversy and opposition, the Na- 
tional Recovery Administration to- 
day opened hearings on a proposed 
code of fair competition for the 
iron and steel industry, the out- 
come of which may easily deter- 
mine the results of the whole in- 
dustrial recovery program. 
It is known that the code sub- 
mitted by the steel industry is 
highly unsatisfactory to the admin- 
istration. It would establish an 
“average work week” of 40 hours 
over periods of six months; mini 
mum wages of 25 cents an hour in 
the Southern states, except at Bir- 
mingham, where it would be 27 
cents; 40 cents in the Pittsburgh, 
Northern Ohio, Detroit, Cleveland, 
Chicago and Colorado districts, 
and 35 to 39 cents elsewhere.

More Than 500,000 Sample 
Ballots for Missouri Elec- 
tion Issued. 


A speaking campaign in support 
of the repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment, in the Statewide spe- 
cial election of Aug. 19, was planned 
today by the Speakers’ Committee 
of the United Repeal Council.

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ROOSEVELT DELAYS 
~QUSTING EMPLOVES 


Defers Until Dec. 31 Consolida- 
tions That Would Throw 
Workers Out. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 31.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has postponed until 
Dec. 31 certain consolidations 
planned under the Government re- 
organization plan, announced on 
June 10, which will delay the dis- 
missal of a large number of em- 
ployes slated to go off the payroll 
by Aug. 10. 

Under executive orders made 
public today, the President de- 
ferred until Dec. 31 the consolida- 
tion of all Government purchasing 
agencies, the merger of disbursing 
agencies under the Treasury De- 
partment and the formation of a 
new division of Internal Revenue. 

The transfer of legal work done 
by the Veterans’ Bureau to the 
Justice Department was postponed 
until Sept. 10. 

Another executive order directs 
the indefinite postponement of the 
transfer from the War to the In- 
terior Department of national ceme- 
teries in foreign countries and in- 
sular possessions. 

Still another order provides that 
employes engaged in transferring 
the Federal Board for Vocational! 
Education to the Interior Depart- 
ment shall be retained until Sept. 
30. 


The order postponing the con- 
solidation of the Internal Revenue 
Bureau and the Bureau of Indus- 
trial’ Alcohol and the consolidation 
of a1] disbursing agencies under the 
Treasury together with the transfer 
of the supervising architect's office 
to the procurement division of the 
Treasury was requested by Acting 
Secretary Acheson. 

It was explained at the Treasury 
that the immensity of the trans- 
fers, which affect more than.

Report Shows 349 New Advances; 
Banks and Trust Firms Get 
$38,000,000.

' WASHINGTON, July 31.—The 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion reported to Congress today 
that during June it authorized

Wallace May Exercise Power in 
Case of California. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 45°.—Secre- 
tary Wallace has announced that 
the “full licensing power” under 
the farm act may be applied to 
a proposed marketing agreement 
for all California fresh deciduous 
tree fruits, except apples. A pub- 
lic hearing on the agreement is to 
be held in Washington, Aug. 1.

O-DAY WEEK DROPPED 
FOR WABASH CLERKS 


Railway to Return to 44 1+2 
Hoiur Schedule and Reduce 
Office Force. 


After a four-month trial of a 
five-day, 40-hour week for general 
office clerks, the Wabash Railway 


will return tomorrow to a six-day, 
44%-hour week. This will involve 
a reduction of the clérical force, 
estimated by the union at 45 em- 
ployes in St. Louis and five at De- 
catur, Ill. . 

Last March the Wabash decided 
to reduce the clerical force 10 per 
cent as an economy step and be- 
cause there was a decrease in the 
work. The clerks’ union proposed 
as an alternative the shorter work 
week, to which the road agreed. 
The agreement was renewed June 
1 but expires today. Prior to April 
the clerks were paid on the basis 
of 48 hours a week, although they 
worked only 44%. Since April 1 
they have been paid for 43% hours, 
though working only 40. 

The union requested a return to 
the 44%-hour working week, with 
48 hours pay, but without dismiss- 
ing any clerks. The Wabash replied 
that it could not afford this, and 
posted notices that certain clerical 
positions would be abolished tomor- 
row, saying it had no other alter- 
native. The union, still seeking 
to avoid dismissal of any of its 
members, has telegraphed protests 
to President Roosevelt and Gen. 
Hugh S. Johnson, head of the Re- 
covery Administration. It also has 
written to Mayor Dickmann, be- 
cause Walter S. Franklin, a receiv- 
er of the Wabash, is a member of 
the Mayor’s Recovery Committee, 
which seeks to spread employment. 

Most of the union members in- 
volved are men. The work has 
been kept up with the 40-hour 
week, Wabash officials declare, 
adding that there would be more 
clerks than needed with the 44% 
hour week unless the force is re- 
duced. The road is willing to con- 
tinue the 40-hour week. The Wa- 
bash had 12,087 employes on July 
15, compared with 9980 on March 
15, it announced.

Cochet, since bowing to Austin on 
Friday, had been practicing des- 
perately.

Here something curious hap- 
pened. Austin tried to beat Cochet 
by playing the Frenchman’s game 
—something Cochet knows more 
about than Bunny Austin. Cochet’s 
game is to stand quietly, tiring out 
his opponent by cross-court shots 
until chances present themselves. 
Austin broke this up by imitating 
Cochet. And then his service for 
a while was so good it maneuvered 
the Frenchman out of position. 

" Bad Tennis in First Set. 

Cochet’s mistake, in both the first 
and third sets, was in attacking 
Austin’s backhand, which is almost 
infallible, instead of the British- 
er’s forehand. The first set was 
bad tennis, with much netting, and 
Austin won it without glory. 

Cochet took the second because, 
after a display of temperament, he 
pulled himself together and aban- 
doned his old style of play and 
went to the net, where he broke 
up Austin’s game. Winning this 
set in regulation length obviously 
bucked up the little Frefichman 
tremendously. 

Now a strange thing happened. 
When the tide turned against Co- 
chet in the third set, everyone 
thought Henri was done, because 
mo one expected him to last more 
than three sets. But the courage 
of despair saved him. It was the 
younger Austin who weakened as 
Cochet once did. Now it all be- 
came a question of morale. 

This gave the Frenchman force. 
One of his furious drives carried 
such speed that in reaching for it 
Austin sprained his shoulder. From 
then on Cochet did the obvious, 
driving hard and never letting up, 
and frequently passing the English 
star and his disorganized game. 

Thus it became a battle of blun- 
ders and morale, withe morale of 
Cochet triumphant, when he was 
expected to go down in the rust. 

Just a Slugging Match. 

The Merlin-Jerry affair was a 
slugging match, distinguished from 
the prize ring only by the fact that 
racquets were used instead of fists. 
Perry came on knowing that the 
winhing of the cup depended on 
him. Nervous and sensitive, Perry 
obviously was fair game for any- 
thing Merlin could do to rattle and 
disorganize him, which Merlin at- 
tempted.

U.S. GRAND JURY 
BEGINS HORSE 
DOPING INQUIRY

CHICAGO, July 31.—Twenty-two 
witnesses, including owners and 
trainers of horses and officials of 
Hawthorne and Arlington Park 
race tracks, appeared before a 
Federal grand jury today in con- 
nection with the Government in- 
vestigation of alleged “doping” of 
race horses. 

Leslie E. Salter, special assistant 
Attorney-General in charge of the 
investigation, said that all the evi- 
dence would be in the hands of 
the grand jury by nightfall and 
that he hoped for indictments 
within the next day or two. 

Among the witnesses were four 
of the seven men arrested in the 
raid at Arlington Park Saturday 
by Federal narcotic agents. These 
were Ivan Parke, former noted 
jockey, who had been denied li- 
cense to either train or ride horses 
for the last two years; Dr. Edward 
Nelson Southard, a veterinarian of 
Iouisville, Ky.; Charles Mitchell 
and William Payne, stable em- 
ployes.

REVOLUTION IN TINY REPUBLIC 
WINS UNIVERSAL SUFFRAGE 


Young Element of Andorra Elim- 
inates Rule That Only Heads of 
Families Can Vote.

TOULOUSE, France, July 31.— 
The residents of Andorra, the 
world’s oldest Republic, dispatches 
reaching here today said, have won 
universal suffrage and have set up 
a new provisional government by 
insurrection. 

The revolution, apparently blood- 
less, was led by a young element, 
which was discovered with a rule 
specifying that only heads of fami- 
lies could vote.

Substantial gains were recorded 
in virtually all lines investigated, 
the report says. It notes, however, 
that in distribution wholesale trade 
made a relatively better showing 
than retail trade. 
The increases in many important 
classifications reversed the ordi- 
nary seasonal trend, the report con- 
tinues, observing that despite hot 
June weather there was no slowing 
of activities at iron and _ steel 
plants, lumber mills, glass and fire 
clay factories and in some other in- 
dustries which ordinarily suspend 
or curtail work at this season. 
In virtually all industries, both 
employment and payrolls were the 
largest. since last summer, accord- 
ing to the report. Activities in the 
building industry exhibited notice- 
able betterment from May to June. 


Jobbing Gains in June. 
Wholesaling and jobbing lines 
showed substantial gains in June 
sales over sales for June, 1932, ex- 
cepting drugs and chemicals, which 
showed no marked change. June 
sales exceeded also sales for the 
preceding month in all groups but 
boots and shoes, apparel and furni- 
ture. In the excepted groups de- 
creases from May to June, the re- 
port says, were due to unusually 
large sales in May. 

Retail trade in June, however, 
did not show marked expansion, 
either as contrasted with the pre- 
ceding month or the like month of 
last year, except for beverages, 
summer apparel, certain. electrical 
supplies and other typically season- 
al lines. 

As reflected by sales of depart- 
ment stores in the district’s princi- 
pal cities, retail trade changed lit- 
tle from trade in June, 1932, and 
showed the usual seasonal decrease 
of about 6 per cent below trade in 
May. In St. Louis the increase 
over the total for June, 1932, was 
only six-tenths of 1 per cent. 

Sales of wholesaling and jobbing 
firms in the district were 55 per 
cent greater than sales in June, 


1932. 
Big Gain in Building. 

The dollar value of building per- 
mits for new construction in the 
five largest cities was 156 per cent 
larger than the May value and 57 
per cént in excess of the value for 
June last year.

NEW YORK, July 31—Mayor 
John P. O’Brien told Jimmie Mat- 
tern today that his delayed flight 
around the world was an accom- 
plishment “of great glory and ac- 
claim.” 

O’Brien extended the city’s offi- 
cial welcome to the flyer in the re- 
ception room of the mayoralty offi- 
ces. A crowd estimated at 5000 
stood in City Hall Park to hear the 
speeches through amplifiers. 

“One cannot but marvel at the 
youthful pluck and courage and de- 
termination which enabled you to 
survive this memorable flight,” 
O’Brien said. “. . . You have added 
another brilliant chapter to the 
story of aviation in this country; 
yo. have brought fresh laurels to 
those which have already made 
glorious the story of American avia- 
tion. 

“Your native State, Illinois, and 
Texas, your adopted residence for 
several years since:you took up 
aviation, are today joining with all 
the states of the union in singing 
your praises and commending your 
courage and in wishing you God- 
speed in your work.” 

Kept Diary of Experience. 

Mattern came back with a diary, 

recording what happened to him 
when he lost 19 days in the 
Siberian wilds after the plane in 
which he was trying to break the 
around-the-world record smashed 
itself into junk June 14. 

“I get scared,” he said, “every 
time I read some of the notes I 
put down in that diary. I haven’t 
scratched the surface yet on telling 
about my experiences.” 

During the 19 days he was lost 


in the wilderness, injured and fac- 
ing starvation, while the world be- 
lieved him dead. He kept notes 
carefully, but when Eskimos res- 
cued him only 14 days were record- 
ed in the diary. 

“I don’t know what happened to 
those other five days,” he said. “But 
then, the sun just rose and set 
around your head and you never 
knew where you were.” Perhaps 
he “passed out,” he said, but he 
couldn’t be sure. 


Returns 57 Days After Start. 

Mattern, who set out to fly the 
world in less than eight days, came 
home yesterday, 57 days after thé 
takeoff but glad to be back. He ar- 
rived in.a plane that was offered 
him in Alaska after a Soviet plane 
flew him from Anadyr to Nome, . 

He wore high Russian boots and 
limped from a leg injury he suf- 
fered when he crashed in Siberia. 

He said poor.“Russian oil” that 
wouldn't flow was to blame for his 
smashup. From the scene of the 
crash, Mattern, with only a small 
supply of biscuits, and chocolate 
started to hobble the few miles to 
the Anadyr River. It took him 
eight days. At the river, he built 
himself a hut and waited until June 
29, when native fishermen found 
him. 


Meanwhile, during the long wait, 
he had a narrow escape from death 
by fire. He had ‘built a raft, lash- 
ing driftwood’ together. It cap- 
sized and while he was drying off 
at a small fire, his oil-soaked cloth- 
ing ignited.

John- 
son's order extends the stay pend- 
ing the President’s decision on the 
contention of tire manufacturers 
that the limitation of machine 
hours to two 40-hour shifts or a 
maximum of 80 hours a week 
would cripple operation. 
The companies principally affect- 
ed are Firestone Tire and Rubber, 
Goodyear Tire and Rubber, United 
States Rubber, B. F. Goodrich Rub- 
ber, General Tire and Rubber, Fisk 
Tire and Rubber and Dunlop Tire 
and Rubber. The exemption ap- 
plies to any cotton textile mill pro- 
ducing tire fabric.

give. It does not forbid the part- 
ner to continue bidding—it warns 
him to do so only on his own ro- 
sponsibility. It does not proclaim 
that under no condition can you 
take any further constructive part 
in the bidding. Sometimeg you will 
unite properly make a signoff re- 
sponse, but your partner will then 
rebid his hand in a manner which 
throws fresh light on the value of 
your holdings in his support, so 
that your next response can be a 
very positive one, eclipsing your 
preliminary signoff. Remember also 
that quite often you will sign off 
by actually increasing the contract. 
That is the casé when you revert 
from a new declaration back to one 
in which you are already known to 
have a fit: For instance, the bid- 
ding having been—one heart, two 
hearts, two no trumps, three hearts, 
three no trumps—if the responder 
now goes four hearts, that is noth- 
ing but a signoff of the most un- 
mistakable kind, merély seeking 
greater safety in the suit con- 
tract, presumably on distributional 
grounds. If the bidding were—one 
heart, two hearts, three no trumps 
—here again the rebid to four 
hearts is no acceptance of the slam 
try made by the opening bidder, but 
a signoff into a supposedly safer or 
easier, though higher, contract. 


A Negative Definition. 


I can make it still clearer by 
adding this: no rebid or response 
is a signoff if it either 

(1) takes the bidding, or is driv- 
ing the partner to take the bidding, 
beyond a contract for two odd, or 
(2) if it breaks new ground (i. e., 
shows a fresh suit of makes a posi- 
tive move in no trumps) in such 
manner as to drive the bidding be- 
yond a contract for two odd. Re- 
member this particularly when 
partner may have to deny or get 
you out of a bid of two no trumps. 
Do not consider these explana- 
tions as applying after an opening} 
bid of one-~no trump has been 
made. As you know, there is a 
special bidding procedure then, and 
we have our own way of signing 
off in a suit, as very fully ex- 
plained in earlier articles. The 
principle is the me, as you see, 
but it would only confusing if I 
did not make it clear that what I 
am explaining now in connection 
with signoffs is meant for the bid- 
ding which can follow an opening 
bid of one in a suit. 


Some Illustrative Bidding Sequences 


Assuming the opponents do not 
overcall—by doing so they make it 
easy for you to sign off by passing, 
at least on the first opportunity— 
the opening bidder is signing off by 
merely rebidding his suit. One 
heart, one spade or one no trump, 
two hearts. The same applies if 
the bidding is—one heart, two dia- 
monds or two clubs, two hearts.

COPENHAGEN. 
N pleasant anticipation the morn- 
ing began with a formal call at 
the chancery of the American 
Legation in Copenhagen to meet 
our new American Minister, Ruth 
Bryan Owen. Even during the first 
few moments of talk, a radiantly 
dynamic personality emerged, and 


goon she asked me to return in 


time to drive out and lunch with 
her and her family in the wooded 
sections of Langelinie, the city’s 
handsome waterfront, where the 
Legation lies embedded in summer 
foliage. In her car she chatted in- 
formally, and as the sparkling cas- 
cades of water of the Gefion Foun- 
tain whisked for a moment into 
view, more enticing even than the 
famous waters coming dewn at Lo- 
dore, for once in the Danish cap- 
ital Gefion—yes, even Gefion— 
failed to capture my whole-hearted 
ee Minister Owen absorbed 
t al 

Gefion, it should be explained for 
those who have forgotten their 
Scandinavian mythology, was the 
first pioneer in the woman move- 
ment of the North. When Odin 
came up with his 12 aaser from 
the Black Sea regions (every Amer- 
ican school child remembers Odin 
as one of Carlyle’s “Heroes”), he 
passed through Gardarike, in Rus 
sia, and through Saxony, what is 
now Germany, and then tarried in 
Odense, on -.the Central Danish 
Island of Fyen, sending Gefion 
ahead to Sweden to homestead for 
land. The piece she ploughed up in 
what is now the south central lake 
district of Sweden became the Dan- 
ish island of Zeeland, the island 
on which Copenhagen is located. 
The sculptor has immortalized Gef- 
ion as whipping up her four oxen 
as she works with zest from sun- 
rise to sunset, still hard at her task 
of the making of her country. It 
is a noble monument to the pioneer 
ing spirit of the world. 

And Ruth Bryan Owen in her 
way is as significantly a pioneer 
since she ig the first American 
woman to be appointed to the dis- 
tinguished post of American Min- 
ister in a foreign capital. For her, 
Copenhagen is a peculiarly fortu- 
nate appointment. She knows Den- 
mark. Two summers ago she mo- 
tored with her family through the 
country in a modern version of the 
“covered wagon,” and she ‘came 
close to the soil and the people. On 
my own tour at the time I often 
happened to follow her trail—at 
Sonderberg, on the historic south- 
ern border, where I returned from 
a visit to the Viking city Hedeby, 
in the Province of Sleswig, then in 
process of excavation; in the charm- 
ing cathedral town Ribe, on the 
western moors, the “Old Town” of 
Jacob Riis; at Odense, once Odin's 
town but now better known as the 
birthplace of H. C. Anderson, the 
fairy-story teller. Here and there 
in the local press or th h chance 
interested comments by the Danes, 
I was told about the informal, orig- 
inal plan of travel by Mrs. Owen 
and her little group. She learned 
to know Denmark.

At 
the luncheon table, Miss Doherty, 
the young American girl who has 
chosen to forego a career of social 
pleasures to become Mrs. Owen's 
private secretary, was one of the 
group. There was so much to talk 
about—the best plays seen in Wash- 
ington and New York before the 
departure, some current travel 
books of interest, and emphatically 
the amazing recovery of confidence 
and optimism in the state achieved 
through the magnetic personality 
of President Roosevelt.
